Claims 1, 3-79 are pending. 

Claims 18-77 are withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. Applicant is reminded that the non-elected claims need to be cancelled prior 
to allowance. 

2. AII of the rejections are withdrawn in view of applicant's amendments/arguments.

4. Claim 79 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. THIS IS A NEW MATTER 
REJECTION. 

Applicant states that the support for a peptide toxin, a protein or an antibody 
attached to X1 can be found on page 7, lines 14+. This passage only states that a

specify which groups. Thus, the specification does not provide support for peptide 
toxin, a protein or an antibody attached to X1 . 

5. Claim 79 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It is not clear what applicant means by "protein"-is this meant to read on any 
protein or only certain proteins with certain functions?
